How to win friends, and influence people must have been 


a highly developed trait in the make-up of E. E. Smith, 
A. H. Schoville, and Alexande: C. Farrington-for having 


taken the advice of Horace Greeley to "Ga west, young 
man,'' these three gentlemen nad arrived in Gallipolis, 
Ohio, from New York in 1839, and in a period of several 
weeks, mingling with the best people in Cown, got their 
confidence, and sold them on the idea that their town 
needed a bank. Fifteen hundred dollars were subscribed 
and sent to New York to pay for the printing of bank 
notes. With these new and attractive notes, they open- 
ed for business, 


Anticipating the benefits to be derived from this new 
bank, the Gallia County Board of Commissioners resolved 
at their meeting on June 8, 1839, "that as soon as the 
Bank of Gallipelis shail go into operation, we will use 
our endeavors to borrow on the credit of the county a 
sufficient sum to relieve the county from its present 
embarrassment, if said loan can be contracted for on, 
reasonable terms," 


The Bank published its financial statement in October, 
Loo9:

The following year, 1840, the "Ohio Statesman" publish- 
ed a warning that the bank was of unsound condition but 
the Editor of the Gallipolis Journal, though confessing 
that he knew nothing of the bank's status, pointed out 
the bank's financial statement in tte issue of his paper. 
Despite the warnings and uneasiness of the banks inte- 
grity, the assets of the bank climbed in a years time 
to $225,000., continuing to do good business until it 
failed to meet some minor obligation and so aroused the 
suspicions of its local backers. 


A. C. Farrington, President of the bank, was placed in 
jail, and indicted on ten separate counts. Tried and 
found guilty, he was sentenced to fifteen years at hard 
labor in the Ohio Penitentiray. Granted a new trial by 
the Supreme Court, he subsequently had two later trials 
where again he was convicted and given two sentences of 
three years each in the Ohio Penitentiary, for forgery 
and embezzlement, involving $64,000. 


Though the bank did little business after this incident, 
it was not legally closed until May 1842 when the Common 
Pleas Court acted in appointing A. T. Holcomb, George J. 
Payne and John Welch as receivers. 


Found on the banks premises were dozens of boxes of the 
attractive bank notes, made worthless by the failure of 
the bank, carried away by the pocketsfull by the small 
fry of that day, .to be used in their play and make be- 
lieve fantasy of great wealth. 


And so ended "The Bank of Gallipolis", the first finan- 
cial venture of the city of Gallipolis, Ohio, that turn- 
ed out to be a fraudulent adventure----from a financial 
venture,

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ATTRIBUTION 


At a recent meeting of a local coin club, a member 
gave a most entertaining, and very interesting talk 
on her activities and progress as a collector. A 
point she noted was her diligent search through the 
printed word for every detail concerning the parti- 
cular item that she at the moment might be interest- 
ed in collecting, and stressing the fact that the 
knowledge acquired stimulated her interest, and per- 
mitted her to travel to distant places and achieve 
an understanding of the people and the eventsof the 
world without ever leaving San Diego, adding more 
pleasure to the enjoyment she found in numismatics. 


Lack of knowledge is perhaps the greatest fault of 
many collectors. Sad to say, many only research for 
"what's the mintage? what is it worth?" The answers 
to rudimentary questions concern them not. The ori- 
gin of money, the identities of many people, famous

Not only about the coins you own or desire; but an 
understanding of all phages of numismatics. It is 
impossible for us to own or personally examine many 
of the rare or historical coins, but available to 
each of us are the facts, detailed information, des- 
criptions concerning them. By this world of books, 
you can travel the world -- even go back into the 
distant reaches of the past, explore and more fully 
understand the cultures of ancient times, observe 
the rise and fall of empires, even dynasties. Per- 
haps even acquire a clearer understanding of mans 


existence in this tumultous world of today. And for 


those who seek, more gain. Good books too, are a 
fine investment. Only remember that a numismatist 
is recognized by what he knows...... not by what he 

owns!

FIGURES? 


For those of you who may be interested in figures--- 
other than 36 - 21 - 36, here are a few that may never 
have occurred to you. 


Sometime ago, the U.S. Treasury was substituting pac- 
kets of silver grains in lieu of silver dollars for re- 
demption of the silver certificates. 


Being of a curious nature I wondered how many of the 
packets of silver grains I would have to get to fill 
a container of 1 cubic foot with pure silver grains. 
Remembering that the Bland-Allison Act of 1878, res- 
toring the legal tender status to the silver dollar, 
had set its weight at 412 1/2 ounces and the fineness 
at 900, I then knew that each packet should contain 
371 1/4 grains of pure silver. Knowing the specific 
weight of silver (10.474) I had only to multiply the 
10.474 by a thousand to get the weight of one cubic 
foot of silver---10,474 Troy ounces with 480 grains 
to an ounce, there should be 5,027,520 grains. Then 
dividing 5,027,520 by the weight of 371 1/4, I found 
that 13,542 dollars would have to be exchanged. And 
how could I carry the cube? It would weigh over 872 
pounds! 


This made me wonder how many silver dollars would be 
in a cubic foot, so again I got busy. Sixty-four 
silver dollars cover one square foot, so by placing 
114 in each pile, it was one foot high. This required 
7,296 silver dollars. How what about gold? Well, 
the specific gravity of gold is 19.258, so we have 
19,258 Troy ounces, or 9,243,840 grains in a cubic 
foot of gold. Present day value? The present stan- 
dard is 13.71 grains to one dollar -- so in value, 
over 674,240 dollars!! 


Again a weight problem, for at troy weight, over 1600 
pounds; but I wasn't ready to quit yet. How about 20 
dollar gold pieces? How many in a cubic foot? 81 to 
a square foot - 125 pieces in each stack, would equal 
10,125 in all. At today's prices, I cannot afford-- 
so will have to leave these figures and enjoy the 36- 
Bae OO iO. CURES ya 'c6 bs

OUR MONEY LAWS 


(The following is a contribution from Dwight Safford, 
which was prompted by a recent talk he heard on "Gold 
Regulations". It was originally planned to print this 
in two issues, but since it would be harder to follow 
the continuity, I've taken the majority of this issue 
and feel you will agree that it is worth it... .Editen) 


'An interesting fact of life today in the United States 
is that there are millions of people who have never 
seen or handled a silver dollar, or a gold coin of the 
United States. Yet from 1794 to 1933, these two coins 
were representative of a very important factor in the 
life of every American. The first and proper meaning 
of the word "money" is coin, consisting of pieces of 
metal which bear the impress of government authority 
and are used as the medium of commerce and exchange. 


Since trade began, people have used a medium of ex- 

change. Many substances have been used for that pur- 

pose. Necessity and experience taught that such med- 

ium of exchange must possess durability, be transport- 
able, and have intrinsic value. It should also be 

capable of division and be convertible into the medium 
used by other nations or peoples. 


It was found that certain metals possessed these quali- 
ties. Gold and silver were two such metals, and in 
addition, had other qualities which made their use de- 
sireable, so they became known as precious metals. Of 
the two, gold was the rarer, and its great weight in 
a small bulk gave it greater value than other metals 
possessed. Therefore, the great nations adopted gold 
as the medium of exchange. This required the establish- 
ment of a monetary system with a base, prescribing a 
unit, or integar, consisting of a fixed and specified 
amount of gold, measured by weight and of a specified 
fineness. This unit of gold became that nations stan- 
dard unit of value; the standard by which the value of 
all property in that nation was measured. After having 
prescribed the contents of such unit, the nation would 
place the required amount and fineness of gold into a 
lump or disc and imprint its own stamp thereon, identi- 


fying that disc or lump as being one of the specified 
units. This act formed what had been merely gold into 
coin. Because of the government stamp upon these coins, 
men accepted them at their face value in exchange for 
goods and services. And for further convenience, that 
nation would produce coins which were fractions or mul - 
tiples of the unit which had been established as its 
standard of value. 


Congress enacted our first coinage act in 1792. That 
law established as the basic unit of our monetary sys- 
tem, the "dollar or unit" which was to be of the value 
of the Spanish Milled Dollar, as was then current, and 
each "dollar or unit" was to contain 371.25 grains of 
pure silver, or 416 grains of standard silver. After 
having thus established the standard unit, the law pro- 
vided for coin subsidiary to that unit, and for coins 
that were multiples of that unit. It regulated the 
value of money by reference to the standard gold coins; 
the Eagle which was to be of the value of "ten dollars 
or units", and to contain 247.5 grains of pure gold; 
the Half-Eagle, which was to be of the value of "five 
dollars or units", and was to contain one half of the 
amount of pure gold in the Eagle, or 123.75 grains and 
the Quarter-Eagle, of the value of ''two and one-half 
dollars or units", and was to contain one-fourth the 
amount of pure gold in the Eagle, or 61.875 grains. 
The law made no mention of a gold dollar, nor provide 
for such a unit for Congress foresaw the difficulty of 
describing two different things as the unit or dollar, 
therefore, made the specified unit a certain amount of 
silver as the "dollar or unit". 


The successful use of two metals in our monetary sys- 
tem was dependent upon the true ratio of value of one 
metal to the other, or of silver to gold being fifteen 
to one, and upon that ratio remaining constant. If 
fifteen to one had been the true ratio and had remain- 
ed constand, we would never have had difficulty with 
our monetary system, as adopted by our first coinage 
law, but it did not remain constant. The true ratio 
between the two metals constantly changed; silver was 
found in proportionally greater amounts than gold, and 
its production increased at a much greater ratio than 
the production of gold. As the production of silver 
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increased, its value decreased and the true commercial 
ratio between the two metals was constantly changing. 


In 1803, France adopted a ratio of 15 1/2 ounces of 
silver to one of gold. In 1816, England adopted a gold 
standard with subsidiary coinage at the ratio of 16 oz. 
of silver to 1 ounce of gold. As the actual value of 
silver decreased, and the true commercial ratio of sil- 
ver to gold changed from 15 to 1 oz. in 1792, to 15.82 
oz. to 1 oz. in 1830, the law of 1792 which fixed the 
legal ratio of the two metals at 15 to 1, remained in 
effect, although it over-valued silver. Gold became 
the dearer of the metals and as such, the dearer money. 
Gold coins of the United States with face value of $15, 
were worth approzimately $15.60 abroad. So gold coins 
were hoarded or exported to Europe. It is a fact that 
gold coins did not circulate in the United States be- 
tween 1803 and 1834. 


Gresham's law in effect --- the cheaper money (silver) 

driving out the dearer money (gold) from circulation. 

In 1834, Congress attempted to establish the true com- 

mercial ratio by a law enacted June 22, 1834, to regu- 

late the value of money by adjusting gold coins to the 

standard unit which consisted of silver. The law pro- 
vided that the gold coins of the United States should 

thereafter contain the following quantities of metal: 


The Eagle 232 grains of pure gold 

The Half-Eagle 166 grains of pure gold 

The Quarter-Eagle 58 grains of pure gold 
and that such coins should be of the value respective- 
ly of ten dollars, five dollars, and two and one-half 
dollars. That law reduced the fineness of the gold to 
nearly 9/10ths instead of the former 11/12ths, thereby 
reducing the total weight of the Eagle to 258 grains. 
By specifying the value of the Eagle, containing 232 
grains of pure gold as ten dollars or units, the law 
made the ratio of silver to gold 16.002 to 1, that is 
371.25 grains of pure silver to 23.50 grains of pure 
gold. 


In order to prevent injustice to debtors who used the 
former gold coins, Congress provided as follows: All 
gold coins of the United States minted anterior to the 


3lst day of July next, shall be receivable in all pay- 
ments at the rate of 94 and 8/10 of a cent per penny~ 

weight"; thus gold coins minted prior to July 31, 1834 

had been 11/12th fine, so that such Eagles weighed 270 

grains or 11.25 pennyweight, at the rate of 94 8/10 of 

a cent pennyweight, the old Eagle was made receivable 

for 10 dollars and 66 1/2 cents, and not merely for 10 

dollars. The purpose of that statute was to make pos- 

sible the use of the former gold coins after new gold 

coins (which actually coincided in values with mul- 

tiples of the unit of value" had been specified--after 

the value of gold coins had been regulated, that is ad- 
justed to the unit of value. Unfortunately, the legal 

ratio of 16.002 to 1, established by the law of 1834, 

was not the true commercial ratio between silver and 

gold. In an effort to meet the true ratio and avoid 

the awkward fractions of the 1834 law, Congress enact- 

ed, on January 18, 1837, a law fixing the fineness of 

both silver and gold at 9/10ths. The gross weight of 

the silver dollar was to be 412.50 grains, of which 

371.25 grains were to be of pure silver and the gross 

weight of the gold Eagle was to be 258 grains of which 

232.20 grains were to be of pure gold. This changed 

the legal ratio of the two metals to 15.988 to one; or 

practically 16 to one. This ratio was established on 

the assumption that it was the true ratiog and,there- 

fore the law at that time continued to authorize the 

free and unlimited coinage of silver and gold at that 

ratio. But again the ratio established by law wasn't 

the true commerical ratio -- the true commercial ratio 

established by actual transactions, 371.25 grains of 

pure silver, were worth about Sis03,4m5 gold. Silver 

then became the dearer money, and Greshams law again 
began to function -- the cheaper money (gold) driving 

out the dearer money (silver. Silver was being hoard- 

ed or exported abroad. This exportation of silver ex- 
tended to the minor coinage, and there was a lack of 

small coins for small business transactions. To alle- 

viate this, and to prevent the exportation of minor 

silver coins, Congress, in 1853, reduced the weight of 

the 50¢ piece to 192 grains, and correspondingly reduc- 
ed the weight of the smaller silver coins, thus giving 

the coins a nominal value slightly in excess of their 

bullion value, and therefore unprofitable for export. 


By 1873, the production of silver had so surpassed the 
production of gold that the price had gone from $133 
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per ounce, in 1861, to $1.298. This, coupled with the 
suspension of free coinage of silver by France, Greece, 
Italy, Switzerland, Germany and Belgium decreased the 
usefulness of the metal and again disturbed the commer- 
cial ratio between the two metals. Again Congress act- 
ed with legislation--the Coinage Act of 1873. This law 
abolished the unit consisting of 371.25 grains of sil- 
ver as standard. The Statute of 1873 specified that 
gold coins of the United States would be a One Dollar 
piece, a Quarter-Eagle, a Three-Dollar piece, a-Half - 
Eagle, an Eagle and a Double Eagle. It made such gold 
coins legal tender at their nominal value when of full 
weight, and provided that when reduced in weight, they 
should be legal tender at value in proportion to their 
actual weight. It provided that the One Dollar piece 
at the standard weight of 25.8 grains, should be the 
unit of value. It authorized the coinage of silver in- 
to the following coins: the Half-Dollar, the Quarter- 
Dollar and the Dime, and limited such silver coins as 
legal tender to amounts not in excess of $5 in any one 
payment. It prohibited the coinage of any coins other 
than those provided for in the Act, and thereby prohi- 


bited the coinage of any silver dollars. The reason 
for this prohibition seems clear -- the word "Dollar" 
had meant the “unit of value''. The new law establish- 


ed the 25.8 grains of standard gold as_ the "unit of 
value", and called this coin containing the specified 
amount of gold the "dollar". The law thus changed our 
unit of value from a specified amount of silver to one 
of a specified amount of gold called a dollar, there- 
fore it could not, with propriety, authorize another 

coin of a different metal and of varying value, and 
also call that other coin a "dollar". The standard 
unit of money is always the standard unit of value. 


In total disregard of the fact that the law of 1873 
had established 25.8 grains of standard gold as_ the 
"unit of value'', and had designated that unit the "'dol- 
lar'', Congress enacted a bill in February, 1878, which 
required the government to purchase silver bullion at 
the market price, and to expend in such purchases not 
less than 2 million and not more than 4 million dollars 
per month, directing the coinage of the silver purchas- 
ed into silver dollars as_ they had been provided for 
in ‘the act: of 163/: That is, each of such coins was 
to contain 371.25 grains of silver, and was to be call- 
ed a "dollar", although not equal in value to the gold 


"dollar", which was then established by law as the 
"unit of value". 


In July, 1890, the law which had required the purchase 
of from 2 to 4 million dollars worth of silver monthly 
was repealed, and another substituted for it. The new 
law directed the purchase of silver bullion to the ex- 
tent of 4,500,000 ounces each month, at the market 
price not in excess of $1 for 361.25 grains of pure 
silver. Payment for such bullion was to be made in 
Treasury Notes, which were payable "in coin", and the 
law provided that such Treasury Notes should be legal 
tender, except where otherwise expressly stiuplated in 
the contract. The law directed that such Treasury 
Notes should be receivalbe for taxes and that when 
thus received, were to be reissued. Under the new law, 
silver dollars were to be coined only for one year and 
thereafter only as they were needed for the redemption 
of the coin Treasury Notes. The law expressly declared 
it to be the policy of the United States to maintain 
silver and gold ona parity with each other at the 
then legal ratio, or at such ratio as might be provid- 
ed by law. That was a declaration of an intention to 
carry out an impossible policy - to give to silver, by 
force of law, a value which it did not actually pos- 
sess. The attempt to carry it out proved the error of 
the policy. People here and abroad feared the nation 
would be forced on a silver basis. Gold was hoarded or 
exported, and was instrumental in creating the panic 
of 1893, which caused Congress, in November, 1893, to 
repeal the requirements of the Act of 1890. 


Monetary matters were not taken up again by Congress 
until March 13, 1900, when the following statute was 
enacted -- the dollar, consisting of 25.8 grains, 9/10 
fine, as established by Section 3511 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, shall be the standard 

unit of value, and all forms of money issued by the 
United States shall be maintained at a parity of value 
with this standard, and it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to maintain such parity. 
This Act remained in effect without change until 1933. 
In June of that year, Congress passed a joint resolu- 
tion whose purpose was to assure uniform value to the 
coins and currencies of the Unites States. It recites 
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in part, as its premise that obligations which require 
payment in gold, or in an amount of money measured 
thereby, "obstruct the power of Congress to Maintain 
at all times the equal power of every "dollar" coined, 
or issued by the United States in the markets and in 
the payment of debts." It declared to be against the 
public policy every provision in any obligation which 
required payment in gold or a particular kind of coin 
or currency of the United States measured thereby, and 
prohibited such provision in obligations incurred 
thereafter. The resolution declared that all obliga- 
tions whether therefore or thereafter incurred, should 
be discharged upon payment "dollar for dollar" in any 
coin or currency which at the time of payment was 
"legal tender for public and private debts." 


This then is the history of our monetary laws during a 
period from 1792 until 1933 when our laws followed the 
policy of the Constitution to provide a "fixed and uni- 
form standard of value throughout the United States." 
During that period, Congress had created and preserved 
the uniformity and purity of such a standard of value. 
Under that system, the Nation survived panics, depres- 
sions, wars, even a civil war, and became the wealthi- 
est and most prosperous country in the world. So we 
have come to the end of an era when our measure of 
value was based ona fixed standard of value, either 
gold or silver, and have entered an age of legal ten- 

der or token money; where or what the ultimate outcome 
of this venture is in the limbo of things yet to come. 

To sum up the facts, the following situation exists-- 
what is now written as the law attempts’ to define an 
uncertain, variable thing as the "standard unit of 

value", although the dictionary says that a standard 
is that by which we measure other things. What the law 
attempts to say in what is now written is that an 
amount of gold, described for the time being as 15 and 
5/21 grains is the standard unit of value, but it pro- 

hibits any obligation for an amount of money measured 
by gold. As a practical matter, obligations and prices 
may be expressed only in '"dollars'', but no one can say 
what the "dollar'' will be tomorrow. Today all money 
obligations, even the bonds of the government, are 
merely promises to pay a specified number of "dollars". 
What does such a promise mean? Does it mean an obli- 
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gation to repay the specified number of that which was 
described and designated as the "dollar" at the time 
the obligation was issued, or does it merely mean an 
obligation to repay the specified number of that which 
Congress may call the "dollar" at the time the obliga- 
tion matures? 


In other words, can you take a silver certificate 
issued in 1953 for ten silver dollars, and have it re- 
deemed for ten silver dollars? If not, then we are in 
a fiat monetary policy, which sooner or later will re- 
sult in inflation, and one day destroy the economy of 
the United States.

The famous masters of the Dance, Katharine and Arthur 
Murray, have a slogan, "Put a little fun in your life, 
try dancing."

COMMEMORATIVES 


The position occupied by Commemoratives in United 
States coinage is largely due to the fact that with 
few exceptions, they are the only coins of the United 
States that have a real historical significance. Pro- 
gress and the advance of the people of our land are 
presented in an interesting and instructive manner, ar- 
tistically presenting a record of the facts. These spe- 
cial coins have been issued either to commemorate cer- 
tain events, or to help pay for celebrations or monu- 
ments that commemorate historical persons, places or 
things, and sold at a price in excess of their face 
value. 


Of this series of coins, one of the most artistic and 

historical pieces would be the "Connecticut Tercentary" 
Half dollar, issued to commemorate the 300th Anniver- 

sary of the founding of the Colony of Connecticut. The 

work on the design of the coin was a P.W.A. project, 

and was executed by Henry G. Kreiss under the general 

direction of Paul Manship in Essex, Connecticut, from 

the original painting by Brownell in 1856. 


The "Charter Oak'' is the main device on the obverse 
and nothing in Connecticut could have been more appro- 
priately selected than the Charter Oak. In June, 1633, 
standing under the branches of this tree with a hole 
in its side, the Chief of the Pequot Indian tribe sold 
"Dutch Point" and much of what is now the city of Hart- 
ford, to Jacob Van Curler for a bolt of woolen cloth, 
six kettles, six axes, eighteen knives, a musket and 
a pair of shears, 


Based on a voyage of John Cabot in 1497, the English 
claimed most of North America so that when the Mohican 
Indians recommended the fertile valley of the Connecti- 
cut River to the settlers of the Massachusetts Colony, 

The Rev. Thomas Hooker, with a band of pilgrims, tra- 
velled overland, and established the town of Hartford. 

Under the same oak tree, the Hooker Company bought the 

same property of Sequassen, Chief of the River islands, 
for a consignment of coats, blankets, knives and hoes; 
and agreed as a condition of the Bill of Sale never to 

cut down the old Oak Tree where the Indians for genera- 
tions had conducted their tribal ceremonies. 
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There was never any question about the priority of the 
Dutch Settlement in their House of Hope, but rather 
their right to the preemption. In 1638, New Haven was 
settled by another company of emigrants from England. 
The first Constitution was adopted in 1639, being the 
first time in history when a government was organized 
and defined by a written constitution. Its leading 
features were afterward copied in the Constitution of 
the other states, and of the United States, and it was 
the basis of the Charter of 1662. 


James II sent Sir Edmond Andros’ to become Governor of 
the Colony of Connecticut. He announced in the Provin- 
cial Council on the night of Oct 31 - Nov 1, 1687, his 
instructions to confiscate the Charter and to rule the 
Colony by decree. Suddenly the candles were extinguish- 
ed. When they were relit, it was discovered that the 
Charter and Joseph Wadsworth had disappeared. He had 
run out, and hid the Charter in the bosom of the great 
old Oak Tree. 


Now, a certain George Wyllys decided to leave England, 


and join the Hooker Company. He sent William Gibbons 
and twnty men, and the framework for a large house _ to 
occupy the land assigned to him. This chanced to in- 


clude the celebrated old Oak Tree, whose existance had 
been guaranteed in the original transfer of the land. 
It was Ruth, the daughter of Wyllys, who finally, in 
1689, divulged the hiding place of the Charter. Before 
the turn of the Century the copy of the Charter which 
had been retained in England was sent over by William 
III. Both copies are now in the Connecticut Historic- 
al Society and the State Library archives, and are on 
display quite often. 


The Charter Oak was blown down in August, 1856, when 
its age was computed to have been nearly one thousand 
years,

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GERMAN TALERS - 1700-1800 ....by John S. Davenport 


In this well organized book, the states issuing talers, 
all 121 of them, from Anhalt to Wurzborg, are listed 
alphabetically in the table of contents. That section 
of the book devoted to a particular state first gives 
the history of the area----- a real study in genealogy. 
Next are photographs of the obverse and reverse of the 
coins; below which is the inscription found decoded in 
Appendix A. 


Especially designed talers of the period are mentioned 
in the preface as the Vicariat pieces, struck betweeu 
the death of one emporor and election of his successor, 
Sede Vacante, struck between the death of one Bishop 
and selection of the next; mining talers, struck from 
silver locally mined; Albertus taler, used in non - 
local trade; and contribution talers. 


Appendix B lists the initials of the mintmasters, the 
engravers, medallists, etc; and Appendix C carries a 
description of the Pseuda-talers by States. 


The book concludes with a bibliography, and inside the 
back cover is a list of talers by numbers, correspond- 
ing to those appearing with each phtograph, giving the 
estimated price of the coin as of October 1965. For 
the embryo collector of talers, the latter might be the 
best place to start.

Much has been said, and written, on the subject of nu- 
mismatics, Some speakers and writers extoll the vir- 
tues of a medium which has been the instrument used 
to decipher the mysteries of past civilizations and to 
record the progress of man's march through the sands of 
time, while others have concentrated their expressions 
in the area of recording and/or interpreting the numis- 
mia of particular eras or regimens of government. And 
too, there are those who, recognizing the art and the 
beauty incorporated in objects of numismia, have rele- 
gated their efforts toward bringing a finer and broad- 
er understanding of the arts. 


The combined efforts of all have been, and are, a valu- 
able asset in our constant search for a_ better under- 
standing of the complexities of man, and to provide us 
with answers to many questions of his past. These 
efforts have also created a pastime or hobby "coin col- 
lecting.'' Diversified in interest, universal in scope, 


with age or sex no barrier, it has been enjoyed and fav- 
ored over the centuries by rich and poor alike; usually 
by those who do so with a tenacious fervor of fanatical 
devotion. 


This hobby takes many forms and has many fields of acti- 
vity, with its followers often ignorant of, or heedless 
to, the historical background or true significance of 
the objects they seek or acquire. Others participate 
within its confines as in a field of investments, amass- 
ing and hoarding, with hopes of a future monetary pro- 
fit. But most of this hobby's devotees attempt to for- 
mulate representative exhibits or collections of parti- 
cular eras or governmental regimes, deriving pleasure 
from the search and acquisition of a needed item, the 
pride of ownership, and the rewards of increased know- 
ledge and a richer estate.

Perhaps at one time or another we have all used the 
slang expression, a "buck'' in reference to a dollar.

As the population 
of our country moved westward, and more real curren- 
cy or monies circulated, the need for barter lessen- 
ed, and the skin of the deer as a medium of exchange 
faded into the limbo of the past, its use marked to- 
day only by the slang expression --- "buck".

Probably very few people realize that the many differ- 
ent forms of money throughout history have inspired 

several present-day expressions in the English language

been used as money in ancient times, I might never have 
had any dough." 


In ancient Rome, salt---called 'salarium''--was used as 
money to pay the soldiers after a battle. If a soldier 
fought poorly, it was said, "He isn't worth his salt". 
Later, the English word "salary" was derived from the 
Roman word for salt. 


It is not known for sure whether the ancient Romans 
"salted" their salarium away or not, but today, it is 
well known that a few people "salt'' at least some of 
their salary away. 


In later years when pirates sailed the seas, a Spanish 
coin called the "piece of eight" gained a lot of fame. 
This so-called pirate's loot was divisible into eight 
equal parts, called "bits''----four made a half, two a 
quarter, thus deriving the common present day expres- 
sion "two bits". 


Today, if a person is talking about a lot of money, he 
may say, "It ain't hay'', or he might call a small sum 
"only peanuts", without realizing that both these items 
were each a form of money at one time in history.

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SOMETHING FOR NOTHING 


It has been stated that the fascination numismatics, 
or coin collecting, holds for the average fan stems 

from the age old desire to get something for nothing; 
citing as examples such indicents as people rushing 

to corner the market on the Jefferson nickel when it 

was rumored that the Treasury was to recall this 

issue because the flag was inadvertently left off 

Monticello; the rush to acquire quarters when gossip 

reported that the Washington quarter was. to be is- 
sued for only one year; and the continued hoarding 

of the Kennedy half-dollar. True, there were and 

are many people, who in their ignorance, did and 

still do, amass and hoard these and other coins, ex- 
pecting to reap rich rewards by so doing. 


This is, of course, one way to "collect coins", and 
if your interest in numismatics is the desire to get 
something for nothing, "forget it''. Aside from minor 
varieties, errors or freaks, coins obtain their 
value because of rarety, condition and current col- 
lector interest in a particular series or issue. The 
full understanding and the acquisition of the numis- 
matic knowledge necessary to capitalize on these 
seemingly simple facts requires the expenditure of 
much time and study, to say nothing of the outlay of 
many dollars. Long before you will have mastered 
this curriculum of numismatics, I believe that you 
will have discovered the real riches in numismatics 
and be content to accept the real rewards. 


Increased knowledge of the history of man through 
centuries of time; entertainnent proffered in the 
tales of romance, adventure, greed, lust and conquest 
that have been imprinted on coins, tokens and medals 
and so preserved for all time the gift of a greater 
awareness and appreciation of art through the beau- 
tiful designs and superb craftsmanship of artisans 
who have inscribed their interpretations of events, 
places and man on the surfaces of varied materials 
as a memorial of their time. The thrill of acquisi- 


tion or completion of numismatic items of collec- 
tions that are objects of admiration by the non- 
collector; and often the envy of the fellow collec- 
tors. When you have reached the point of this under- 
standing and are content to accept these as rewards, 
then you have become a numismatist and not a coin 


collector, trying to get ''something for nothing!"

CONTROLLED COLLECTIONS 


----by Don Brown, of Dan Brown Coin Shop, Inc., 
1532 Broadway, Denver, Colorado. 


WATCH OUT! Big Brother may be watching us. Shades of 
the terrifying novel "1984", by George Orwell, telling 
of fantastic Government controls and regulations’ that 
deprived individuals of all rights, seem to be moving 
towards coin collectors. 


Uncle Sam has, for various reasons, felt it his busi- 
ness to decide what we may or may not own in regards 
to gold and gold coins. Presently, U.S. citizens are 
not allowed to own gold coins dated before 1933  be- 
cause they are not considered "collectors items."' Nor 
is Mr. Citizen allowed to bring into this country gold 
coins that are collectors items dated prior to 1933 ex- 
cept by applying for a special import license, a li- 
cense that is rarely granted. The most recent item to 
frustrate collectors is the newly minted $20 gold 
piece from Canada. This coin is being offered for sale 
in Canada at $40, but, since it is jllegal to bring it 
into this country, collectors must either do without, 
or pay the ridiculous black market price of $75 to $100. 


Not helping our outlook is the fact that England is al- 
so imposing many strict laws along the same lines, in 
many cases even more severe. Recently a law was pass- 
ed requiring England's collectors with more than four 
gold coins dated after 1837 to register with the Gov- 
ernment as to what they own, From reports I've read, 
it is expected individuals with large holdings may be

forced to sell. Also, for reasons unknown to me, the 
English collectors will not only have to register 
their gold coins but silver and copper as well. Their 
lawmakers feel this will all be a help to halt their 
dwindling gold reserves. 


Let us hope our Congressional leaders don't get the 
idea to control our collections in the English manner. 
If they do, at the first overtures, a long,loud noise 
of protest should erupt from all collectors. I, for 
one, believe we should be able to decide for ourselves 
what we want to own---be it coins, beans or bicycles. 
It is our own business, not Uncle Sam's,

The construction of an atomic energy electric power pro- 
ducing plant on the west coast brings to mind the birth 
of an important industry to the state of Utah. Less 
than 100 years ago, the first commercial coal mine was 
opened in the state of Utah by the Pleasant Valley Coal 
Co., organized and headed by Milan O. Packard of Spring- 
vale, with directors Martin Crandall, also of Spring- 
vale, Warren D. Childs of Ogden; Frank Pritchett, Lark 
Thompson and John Thompson of Fairview, Utah. 


The construction of 24 miles of wagon road from Mills 
Fork up the Spanish Fork Canyon, to connect with the 
coal deposits in Pleasant Valley at the camp of Winter 
Quarters was atarted in the spring of 1876. The same 
year was to herald the arrival of George B. Matson, 
Phil Beard and John Nelson, who were to start the Num- 
ber One tunnel into the hillside's five foot thick vein 
of coal. 


Coal was packed on sleds’ to the mine entrance, then in 
sacks on the backs of mules down the hillside where it 
was loaded on wagons to be hauled by mule team _ to 
Springvale - truly a herculean task. This mine and camp 
at Winter Quarters was to produce many’ thousands of 
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tons of coal during the 50 odd years of its existence, 
It was closed down in 1928 by the Utah Fuel Co., who 

had consolidated with the Pleasant V lley Coal Co. in 
1899 or 1900. Only the scars of mining and the remnants 
of a ghost town mark the area today so there is little 
to connect this spot as the birthplace of a giant indus: 
nryy 


The first railroad into this coal producing area was 
completed in 1879 and hauled the coal in cars that held 
5 to 10 tons and averaged seven cars to a train. Today 
a coal train consists of cars that hold from forty to a 
hundred tons, and often are a mile in length. So, too, 
have mining methods improved. Power cutting and load-¢ 
ing machinery, safety regulations, lighting and ventila- 
tion sistems; the wagon not only being replaced by the 
train, but by the big semi-trucks that ply modern high- 
ways. The manufacture of electricity at the mine for 
transmission to communities in the intermountain states 
the processing of tars and ammonias, and of other by* 
products of coal that are perhaps incorporated in the 
clothes you wear, the car you drive, or the medicine 
your doctor has prescribed. 


This new-born industry also was to establish an era of 
token coinage that remains today, as the only monument 
or identification of many of the coal mining camps and, 
towns that are now ghosts of the past. 


Remote from ordinary channels of trade and banking, it 
soon became apparent that the mine operations would, in 
effect, have to be autonomous in their operations to) 
provide not only jobs, but every necessity of life for, 
their employees --food, clothing, housing, transporta 
tion, tools, medical care, and even a final resting) 
place. To record and keep track of all the debits of 
the workers to the company against his work credits re- 
quired tremendous bookkeeping, and a large amount of 
time. It was. then inevitable that a token coinage be 
developed to simplify this operation. 


The system developed was simple...involving only that a 
worker sign the company books for a draw against his 
future wages, then being issued the requested amount in 
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tokens that were accepted at the company's’ stores as 

payment for services or merchandise. As the coal camps 

grew in size to become towns, and their numbers increas- 
ed, mercantile companies were formed to conduct the ser- 
vicing of many of the miner's needs, further adding to 

the token coinage. Small businesses of independent mer- 
chants came into being to add their tokens to this 

effluence and, an ever-present feature of entertainment 

of the miners - the saloons and gambling halls - were 

to add many and varied issues of tokens to this array 

of coinage. 


Like the empires of yesteryear that are known only by 
the coins left behind to tell the story of their being, 
this token coinage remains today to reveal a story or 
history of an era of our America. The collecting, 
attributing and research of these bits of exonumia 
brings forth many interesting stories of the life and 
times of western mining days. One incident brought to 
light in researching the Pleasant Valley Coal Co. shows 
that racial discrimination if nothing new. It seems 
that the company had opened Mud Creed Mine in 1880, sus- 
pended operation, then re-opened in 1883 with Chinese 
labor. A short time later, white labor was added w the 
force. They resented the Chinese, and taking the law 
into their own hands, they herded the Chinese workers 
into boxcars and sent them downgrade. Fortunately the 
cars kept to the track until it reached a place near 
Hales, where there was an adverse grade. The cars halt- 
ed there, and evidently the Chinese had had enough, for 
they left, and no more Chinese have been seen in Pleas- 
ant Valley Since. 


So, if you are at that point in your collecting where 
the cost of acquiring those needed rarities is more 
than you can afford, why not join me in collecting this 
fascinating series of Americana? Perhaps the monetary 
rewards will be small, but you will be far richer in 
knowledge and find many interesting answers to those 
enigmatic tokens you often wonder about.

ed for the ensuing two years, with Arthur Sipe chos- 
en as President. Herb Bergen, a frequent visitor to 
our society (and a speaker as recent as April) was 
elected as lst Vice President; and Don Sherer, past 
Executive Secretary, was elected as 2nd Vice presi - 
dent. Re-elected to Board of Governors were Grover 
Criswell, John J. Pittman, Virginia Culver & Charles 
Johnson, a Life Member of SDNS. Two new members to 
the Board are Glen Smedley (formerly Editor of '" The 
Numismatist", official ANA publication) and George D. 
Hatie. 


Undoubtedly the most exciting event at this conven- 
tion was the sale of the famed McDermott nickel ---- 
the 1913 Liberty Head, which was purchased by Mr and 
Mrs. Aubrey Bebee, for $46,000. It is said this was 
the most exciting auction in ANA's history, with hun- 
dreds of persons attending the auction, but only few 
bidders. 


The official convention medal was so shaped to be sym- 
bolic of classic Spanish pieces. The obverse carried 
the ANA's official seal, the Lamp of Knowledge; sur- 
rounded by replicas of gold doubloons, "piece of 8" 

cob, and its fractions, and the Pillar Dollar. The re- 
verse theme, "Fun in the Sun", showed a Florida state 
map, a galleon, the sun and palm-fringed shorelines. 


The 40-page convention program carried Florida's nu- 
mismatic history through 400 years, and represents 
reliable source data on what is available, in that 
state, to any numismatist. Copies may be purchased 
for $1.20, by contacting Sidney Smith who was Gen'l 
Chairman of this convention.

Members....take notice 


September attendance was about the lowest we have seen 
in a long time - only 35 members. Following this meet- 
ing, I made a comparison of attendance for 1966, and 
for the first 9 months of 1967. Average attendance in 
1966 was 58 persons per meeting; and to date, 1967 has 
shown an average of 55 persons per meeting. On the sur- 
face, it doesn't look bad; in fact, we are more fortu- 
nate than some of the other County clubs, but we still 
continue to operate at a loss. 


Though there seems to be only three less persons per 
meeting, the following other items have to be taken in- 
to consideration: 


At one time we had a large source of revenue from 
the sale of bourse tables to member-dealers (sometimes 
as much as $100 per year), but the collectors were not 
patronizing these dealers, so we lost these funds. 


Again, at times, we have had 50 to 60 lot auctions. 
Commissions from the auction sales would bring nearly 
enough to pay the rent. In September, the Auction chair- 
man had seven lots - not enough to warrant an auction. 
At this writing, she still has those seven lots - no 
more, so again in October, there will be no auction. 


This financial situation has been mentioned at recent 
meetings, and discussed at length by the Board. At the 
September Board meeting, it was voted to present a By- 
Laws change which will raise the membership dues from 
$3.00 a year to $5.00 a year. President Edgerton read 
the following change to the members at the September 
meeting: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT: 


Part II - Article 2 

Section 1. The dues of the Society shall be five 
dollars ($5.00 per year for Active members and one 
dollar ($1.00) per year for Junior members, payable in 
advance. 
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MEMBERS.... centinued 


Part II - Article 3 


Section 2.a. A registration fee of one dollar 
($1.00) and annual dues of five dollars ($5.00) shall 
accompany each adult application for membership. A 
registration fee of fifty cents (50¢) and annual dues 
of one dollar ($1.00) shall accompany each Junior 
application for membership. 


Section 2.b. If the application for membership 
occurs on or after 1 July of the calendar year, the 
fee for annual dues shall be reduced 50%, ie, $ 2.50 
for adults and 50¢ for Juniors. The registration fee 
of $1.00 for adults and 50¢ for Juniors shall remain 
unchanged and this fee, as appropriate, shall accom- 
pany each mid-year application in addition to _ the 
schedule of dues. 


As set forth in Article 9, Section 1, by-laws may be 
amended only after being presented to the members at 

a regularly scheduled meeting, and voted upon at the 
following meeting. A two-thirds majority vote of the 
members present is required to carry the amendment. 
This amendment will be voted upon at the October meet- 
ing.

Council Coinarama has the distinction of be- 
ing the oldest Coinarama in the nation. The 
First one was the joint effort of six County 
coin clubs, and in the years since, the nume- 
ber of clubs has increased, as well as the 
number of exhibits, the number of bourse dea- 
lers, and attendance:

The General Chairmen for past Coinaramas have 
been Leonel Panosh (1958), Francis Jones 
eet McCracken Pes Russell Rulau 
(1961), Charles Jackson (1962), Francis Jones 
and Dick Martin (1963), Dick Martin (1964 and 
1965), and Al Baber (1966). 


The original one-day Sunday show grew to a 
two-day show in 1962, and a registration fee 
of 50 cents was added. This fee was not in- 
creased when Coinarama became a three-day e- 
vent in 1964. The years 1964 and 1965 saw a 
nationwide growth in numismatics, but some of 
these were only speculators, and we've lost 
them along the way, a fact reflected in the 
attendance figures listed above.

“CAPERS” 


- 


The silver shortage necessitating the use of clad coin- 
age in the United States brings to mind certain events 

of the past where the various capers of some indi- 

viduals or governing bodies debased the coinage or cur- 
rency of their times in order to meet an emergency, or 

to beguile the public while they extracted largess 

from the manipulations to satisfy their greed, 


First to mind is the caper of Hernando Cortes (1485- 

1547) who, in 1521, after defeating the Aztecs, enter- 

ed what is now Mexico City. Fearful that the small 

amount of gold found there as loot would be insuffi- 
cient to meet the demands of his soldiers for booty, 

he ordered this gold to be alloyed with copper and 

then cast into small ingots, thus creating a supply 

large enough to quiet their demands and to insure 

their continued support and loyalty to the cause. By 
this act, Cortes created for himself the dubious honor 
of being the first man on the North American continent 
to debase the medium of exchange (gold) by a reduction 
in its intrinsic value. 


But his caper cannot compare with that of the king who 

earned for himself the added title of "Old Coppernose". 
The vast resources amassed by King Henry VII of Great 

Britain were soon dissipated by Henry VIII after his 

ascension to the throne. Seeking a remedy to his fin- 

ancial troubles, he started a program of debasing the 

coinage that eventually reached a point where it did 

not take much handling of his supposedly silver coins 

to uncover the real truth ---the regal nose, not small 

by English standards, was the highest point on the 

coin, and with a little handling of the coin, undilut- 
ed copper would come shining through that nose, thus 

revealing the truth -- “Old Coppernose" had actually 

counterfeited his own coinage. 


Then there were the capers of the Dukes of Brunswick 


and Luneburg, who were always hard pressed for cash to 
conduct their many petty wars. Their silver mines, 


ae

scattered throughout the mountains of Germany, were a 
large source of their revenue and by the middle of the 
16th Century, were producing so much silver that the 
Dukes began the issuance of coins of a much larger 
size than the taler currently in circulation. The 
issues were of double, triple and so on, up to the ten 
taler pieces, and by the 17th century, the convention- 
al portrait and coat of arms pictured on the coinage 
were replaced by designs of a symbolic nature; a wild 
man signifying strength, a ship of good fortune, vari- 
ous animals of the forest, a detailed engraving of a 
silver mine in operation, the Duke in full figure or 
astride a heavily ornamented horse, Fortuna standing 
atop the world; thus making the coins not only attract- 
ive but desirable to own by the wealthy, with the re- 
sult that it became popular to invest in and accumu- 
late these pieces, especially by the wealthy class, 


But the wily Dukes made certain that whenever a person 
exchanged the conventional currency for one of these 
"Loeser" or large talers, a notation was made of his 
name and address. Then, when the dukes’ levied a tax, 
these citizens could not plead poverty or the inabi- 
lity to pay; for the rulers knew exactly who had these 
large coins and could call them in as tax money. Of 
course, the citizens soon got wise to this practice 
and refused to further invest in the large coins, with 
the Dukes then issuing an edict that a refusal to buy 
the large coins was a criminal offense against the 
crown. Happily, this edict was circumvented by the 
Thirty Years War, which produced such an inflationary 
spiral that silver became too precious to be used in 
such large coins, thus ending the entire caper of 
these rulers. 


And in the Orient was a caper not to be overlooked.... 

Ogiwara, who was appointed to the office of Fimance 
Magistrate of Japan in 1696, instituted a program of 
'cheapened specie", which resulted in the reduction of 
gold in the standard gold coin which contained 85.6% 

gold and 43.18% silver, down to 32% gold and 68% sil- 
ver. By the time the Arai Hakusek (Japanese equivalent

of our U.S. Treasury Agents) caught up with Ogiwara in 

1712 and put an end to his career of unofficial coin 
: debaser, he had tucked away the tidy sum of a quarter 
million Ryo, from a salary of only 3,707 Koku a year. 


Then there was the caper of Henry Christophe, an ex- 

slave who, upon becoming President of Haiti in 1806, 

and finding that the country not only was bankrupt but 

had no form of currency, decided to create one. The 

most versatile plant growing on the island was the 

gourde vine. Its fruit was used by the natives for 
; making bowls, pitchers, spoons and so on after drying 
in the sun, and cutting into desired articles needed. 
President Christophe sent his soldiers out to collect 
these gourdes and placed some 200,000 or more in his 
"treasury" and put a value of 20 sous on each. When 
the coffee crop was harvested and the growers brought 
Y the dried berries into the Capitol Port au Prince, 
. Christophe bought their crop at the market price and 
paid in his "gourdes". He then resold the coffee to 
the European merchants for gold. In this manner, be- 
i fore the year was out, he had produced for Haiti a 
metal currency of absolute stability, backed by gold. 
In memory of this caper, the standard coin of Haiti is 
still named the "Gourde". 


After the adoption of the Constitution of the United 
. States, much thought was given to the creation of a 
) monetary system, an item of such importance that it 
took two years of consideration before a system was 


4 adopted, based upon and in accordance with the wisdom 
) of experience and the recognized necessities of man- 
j kind. That monetary system was based upon a standard 
4 unit of value, consisting of a prescribed metal, meas- 


ured by the units of weight. From 1792 until 1934, 
Congress authorized the coinage of money, during that 
time or period in accordance with the policy of the 
Constitution to provide "a fixed and uniform standard 
of value in the power to coin money''. But a "caper" 

enacted in 1933 was to be the forerunner in a series 
of events that has, in effect, all but destroyed that 
adopted system. May 12, 1933, a law known as the Agri- 
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"CC A PER S" -continued 


culture Adjustment Act was approved. One of the ex- 

press purposes of that act was to increase prices. The 

so-called Thomas Amendment did not amend anything in 

the Agricultural Adjustment bill as proposed and was 

in fact only a "rider'' attached to that bill because 

the "rider'' itself was later amended in a most impor- 
tant particular. In addition to other things, the 

"rider" authorized the President, under certain circum- 
Stances, to "fix the weight of the gold dollar in 
grains nine-tenths fine, but in no event’ shall the 

weight of the gold dollar be fixed so as to reduce its 

present weight by more than 50 per centum", 


By this "caper", authority to coin money and regulate 
the value thereof was delegated to the President, al- 
though under the Constitution, Congress alone is grant- 
ed power "to coin money and regulate the value there- 
of". The real provision of the "rider'' was disclosed 
by the Senator who proposed it. He said, "It will be 
my task to show that if the amendment shall prevail, 
it has the potentialities to transfer from one class 
to another class in these United States value to the 
extent of 200 billion dollars. This value will be 
transferred first, from those who own the bank deposits; 
and secondly, this value will be transferred from 
those who own bonds and fixed investments."' This was 
the prelude to other "'capers'' that followed which have 
altered our founding fathers "unit of value", from an 
object of fixed intrinsic value to one of an intangible 
something termed dollar, consisting of paper currency, 
and a token coinage of government issue made legal ten- 
der by law, not representing nor based upon any specie 
and containing no promise of redemption. 


History reveals that those governments who made use of 


such a system as a medium of exchange all ended in 
failure, and dissolution of that government.

HOBBY 


Of the many hobbies in the world today to capture the 
interest and intrigue the fancy of man, Numismatics, 
the study of coins, is perhaps the oldest and most 
misunderstood of them all. 


Much has been said and many books written on the sub- 
ject of numismatics, Some speakers and writers extoll 
the virtues of it as a medium which has' been the in- 
Strument used to decipher the mysteries of past civil- 
ization, and to record the march of man through the 
sands of time. Others have concentrated their expres- 
Sions in the area of recording and/or interpreting the 
coinage of particular eras or regimes of a government. 
And too, there have been and are those who, recognizing 
the art and beauty incorporated in the objects of numis- 
mia, have relegated their efforts toward bringing a fin- 
er and broader understanding of the arts. 


The combined efforts of all have been, and are, a valu- 
able asset in our constant search for a better under- 

standing of the complexities of man, and to provide us 

with the many answers to questions of his past. These 

efforts have also created a pastime or hobby, Coin Col- 
lecting. Diversified in interest, universal in scope, 
with age or sex no barrier, it has been enjoyed and 

favored over the centuries by rich and poor alike, and 

usually by those who do so with a fever of fanatical 

devotion, 


This hobby takes many forms and has many fields of acti- 
vity. There are those who participate within its con- 
fines as in a field of investment, amassing and hoard- 
ing coinage with hope of a future, huge monetary profit. 
And there are those who are intrigued by the histori- 
cal background, or the significant events revealed by 
a study of their acquisitions, caring little and seem- 
ingly uninterested in the market value of their hold- 
ings. But most of this hobbys devotees attempt to ac- 
quire and assemble representative exhibits, or collect- 
ions of coinage issued by a government or those issued 
in a certain era of time, deriving their pleasure from 
the pursuit and acquisition of a needed item, the pride 
of ownership, the rewards of increased knowledge, and 
the accumulation of a richer estate, Of this type col- 
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H OB BY ---- continued 


lector, there have been many in the past and present 
day who have assembled outstanding collections and in 
so doing, have contributed immensely to the hobby's 
popularity, and to our present day's knowledge of the 
worlds coinage. 


Most collectors of today are perhaps familiar with 
some or all of these collections, housed in various 
institutions, colleges, banks and governments, but I 
wonder how many collectors know or can recall to mind 
some of the individuals or collections, famous in the 
past for their contribution to the hobby. There are, 
of course, too many to list, but here are a few. You 
can perhaps add many; certainly those of the present 
day, who will join this select group. 


The Knowles family of New England were no _ ordinary 
coin collectors, World travelers and students of his- 
tory, this enterprising Yankee family set out to col- 
lect every coin issued since Christopher Columbus dis- 
covered America! In thirty odd years of arduous re- 
search and industrious collecting, the Knowles family, 
their agents in 27 foreign countries and sub-agents in 
10 more lands brought together nearly 20,000 varieties 
of foreign and domestic coins issued since the Queen 
Isabella of Spain sent Captain Columbus on his mission 
to find a western passage to the gold rich Indies. No 
museum in the world has every coin issued, nor can 
there ever be absolute completeness in so difficult a 
field as numismatics. But as close as anyone ever got, 
the Knowles family achieved, acquiring 100% in many 
series, 90% in others, and in so doing, presented to 
the world of numismatics a factual record of the coin- 
age of that period. 


Another famous collection, Monies of the World, or "A 
History of Money through the Ages'', was assembled by 
Charles William Neumoyer over a period of fifty years. 
It was outstanding, not only because of the variety of 
its material, but also its presentation of the histori- 
cal background of the various circulating media used 
by mankind from the first crude beginnings to the pre- 
sent day. And recently in the news was the Grand Duke 
of Mikhailovich's collection of Russian coins and med- 
als, probably the worlds largest if not greatest collec- 
tion of a specialized subject, and possibly the basis

for the 12 scientific volumes which the Grand Duke pub- 
lished on the coinage of his native land. 


Rev. A. B. Coole and E. Kann are associated with the 
fabulous collections and works on the coinage of China 
but among others is the collection of A.M. Tracey Wood- 
ward who assembled what was probably one of the finest 
collections ever of that country's coinage. 


In the field of exonumia, there are today many names 
in mind, but who can forget the collections and contri- 
butions of E. H. Adams, Benjamin Betts, Elliot Wood- 
ward, Dr. B. P. Wright, Charles Morris, Howland Wood, 
David Proskey, F.G. Duffield, F.C.C. Boyd, Henry Chap- 
man; and Charles A. Kays, who assembled a remarkable 
collection of odd and curious monies of the world. 

This was exceeded only, perhaps, by that formed by 
Howard D. Gibbs, who spent more than 40 years amassing 
what may be the largest collection of these items in 
the world. To be noted, also, is the collection of 
B. J. Lazar, representing a period of emergency issues 
from March 6, 1933 to May 15, 1933. This assemblage of 
depression script is probably the largest and most ex- 
tensive display of an era in our nation's history. 


Yes, these are but a few of the fabulous collections 
assembled by men from all walks of life -- kings, bank- 
ers, lawyers, doctors, scientists, tradesmen, and yes, 
individuals even as you and I. Each of these collect- 
ors and their works contributed a share to the hobby 
that is coin collecting. 


A survey of these contributions brings out one fact 
too often ignored by many collectors. Decide upon a 
particular area in the field of numismatics, then con- 
centrate and devote your collecting efforts to build- 
ing a comprehensive and representative display of the 
particular subject you have selected. Perhaps you may 
never assemble the worlds largest or finest collection 
of coinage, but you will be enjoying to the fullest the 
pleasures and rewards of the worlds greatest hobby --- 
Coin Collecting,
